The embassy also made public an- 
other note delivered today to those 
gevernments and to Italy, defining the 
German position as to the ordinances 
issued by the inter-allied Rhineland 
commission, covering the ogcupation 


Which, it contends “are‘in eontradic- 


tion with the Rhineland convention” 


to be. cemplied with’ by the local 
German officials. 
Alleges “Brutality.” 


The note protesting against the ex- 
pulsion from occupied territory of 
“German officials who, complying 
with legitimate instructions” from 
their government, refuse “to render 
assistance in the execution of ordi- 
nances issued contrary to treaties and 
to international law” declares such 
steps “obviously aim at intimidating 
the other officials,” The expul- 
sions, it says, “take place with utter 
disregard and brutality,” and with 
inembers of the expelled officials fam- 
ilies ineluded in the orders. 

The note contends that in the oc- 
cupied territory “German sovereiguty” 
is merely restricted by the Rhineland 
convention and that “no measures on 
the part of theallies are admissable 
which exceed the stipulations of the 
said convention.” “These bounds,” 
the note declares, are “transgressed 
by every one of the ordinances issued 
by. the interallied Rhineland commis- 
sion January 13 and 18, covering 
the occupation.” 


Abandons Legal Basis. 

The note contends that, in issuing 
the ordinance, the commission “has 
abandoned the legal basis on which 
it was founded.” 

“By violating in the gravest man- 
ner the administrative and financial 
sovereignty of Germany and in par- 
ticular of the German territories con- 
cerned,’ it states, “the Rhineland 
commission has put itself at the dis- 
posal of the military enterprise at 
present undertaken by the French and 
Belgian governments in defiance of 
international law and of the treaty 
of Versailles. . . . Even in time of 
war, it is“entirely illegal to force the 
home authorities of the occupied ter- 
ritory to take part in the execution 
of measures aiming at their own gov- 
ernment. Therefore, the German: gov- 
ernment and the governments of the 
various German states have ponted 
out to their officials that those or- 
dinances ~which are in contradiction 
}with the Rhineland convention have 
no legal value and are not to be com- 
plied witb.”

They 
called attention to Curzon’s words 
that if the Turkish government de- 
clined the council’s invitation to state 
its case, then the league would prob- 
ably place in operation all the penal- 
ties that exist for such emergenctes. 
These are of an economic nature, and 
bind the league to boycott Turkey. 

(The league of nations has never 
adopted definite rules for a blockade; 
each member is practically its own 
judge as to whether to institute a 
blockade or not.) 

British Pessimistic. 

The British added that the latest 
developments seemed to them distinet- 
'ly unfavorable for the success of the 
Lausanne conference. The confer- 
ence, however, will continue its la- 
bors, and the Turks will later be 
presented with the draft treaty, in 
which, according ts rhe British, there 
will be a clause proving that the Mo- 
jsul question be submitted to the 
fleague. Unless the Turks change 
|their mind, this will be sufficient for 
{them to refuse to sign the trei 
'Then, as Lord Curzon said tonight, 
there may be a renewal of war in 
,the Near East. 
| Some of the other delegations were 
inclined to take a less serious view 
lof the situation than the British, 
and several diplomats expressed the 
opinion that the way still was open 
to mediation. They’ cited a large 
number of concessions tke allies had 
already made to the Turks, and be- 
lieved that this would weigh in the 
balance. 

Outlines U. S. Position. 

An important American feature of 
tonight’s dramatic meeting was a 
statement read by Ambassador Child, 
Outlining the position of the United 
States. 

Mr. Child said that Lord Curzon 
had clearly indicated that the British 
government wotld hold aloof as far 
as possible from making concessions 
in Mesopotamia, otherwise called Irak, 
the subject of diplomatic interest, and 
he had declared his belief in the prin- 
ciple that large factors in the world's 
resources should not become the sub- 
ject of monopolistic development. , 

The American representatives were 
glad to associate themselves with the 
interest of Lord Curzon’s remarks on 
this subject; they had expressed their 
government's policy. Only those who

Ambassador Child continued: “The 
American representatives feel it their 
duty to refer to Lord Curzon’s spe- 
cific mentidn of the validity of the 
claims of the Turkish, Petroleum com- 


pany and to remind the conference 
that, without seeking special privilege 
or favor, the government of the Unit- 
ed States has not assented to the 
principle that it may be dissociated 
in the rights of peace from the usual 
consequences of association in war, 
nor in other cases, where another prin- 
ciple is involved, will it abandon its 
peliey of the open door. 

“We refer to the substantial cor- 
respondence our government has al- 
teady accumulated under two succes- 
sive administrations in the United 
States. So far as a means to furnish 
protection to legitimate American in- 
terests is at their hands, it does not 
affect the duty of the American rep- 
resentatives whether the identity of 
American rights is associated with a 
commercial, or any other American in- 
terest.”’ 

Mr. Child concluded by saying that 
Lord Curzon’s reference to a certain 
corporation afforded an opportunity 
to suggest that where there were 
conflicting claims already in exist- 
ence concerning legal rights to re- 
sources some means should be provid- 
ed for a judicial settlement of these 
rights which would give complete as- 
surance of impartiality. 

He held that such _ impartiality 
could not be provided for specifically 
in advance, but that under a general 
principle the interested parties should 
be satisfied as to the impartiality of 
the juridical determination at the 
time of the reference of the conflicting 
claims.

Leader Is Hailed 
As Law Champion 


De Sicilia Now Being Called | 
By Many “Saviour of | 
His Nation.” 


Mexico City, January 23.—Gustave 
Saenz de Sicilia, Mexico’s “Mussolini, ’ 
is being hailed by many in the country 
as the savior of his nation and the 
champion of law and order. 

De Sicilia is only 34 years old and 
is one of the most popular young men 


in the social life ef the country. He 
has given up his profession of mining 
and writing to carry on the work of 
organizing the Mexican Fascisti. 

The leader, who has traveled all 
over the world and studied in some of 
the best universities of Europe, has 
disclaimed all personal political ambi- 
tion. 

“I am satisfied,” he declared, “with 
being a common soldier in the rank 
and file, without any personal aspira- 
tion for any particular position in the 
movement and without having any po- 
litieal or party prejudices. 

“During the last twelve years in 
Mexico I have always defended my 
ideals against those ~f revolution—not 
because I was opposed to revolution, 
but because I did not find, in the 
ranks of the revolutionists, elements 
of sufficient mental and intellectua! 
capacity to conduct the affairs of the 
= alone-the lines of law and or- 

er.” 

De Sicilia has fought for his ideals, 
IIe took up arms against the revalu- 
tionary government in the battle of 
Terreon and was made a prisoner and | 
sentenced to death, He declares that | 
he escaped execution “by a miracle.”
